Oswald was arrested in this city 
October 30 for forgery . 
He is al­ 
leged to hav e forged the name of 
Theodore Steinkamp to sev eral checks 
which were cashed by North Vernon 
merchants. While in jail here Oswald 
said that he forged the paper to 
secu re money so that his sweetheart 
cou ld take a trip to Chicago. 
He 
said he ex pected to follow her in a 
few day s and had made arrangem ents 
to be m arried there. 
While in this 
city he was employ ed as a chef in 
local restau rants. 
He said he had 
been in the dining car serv ice ori sev ­ 
eral railroads prior to coming here.

to watch for him. 
Sheriff Bridges 
came here today thinking that he 
might get some trace of the escaped 
prisoner. 
Oswald made his escape by saw ­ 
ing an iron bar in the ou tside window 
of the jail. 
He was not kept in a 
cell, according to officials at North 
Vernon bu t was giv en the liberty of 
the corridor. 
An ex amination of the 
bar which was bent back showed that 
it had been sawed in two some time 
ago and the crev ice had been filled 
with soap and blackened so that the 
attaehees of the jail wou ld not notice 
it. 
It is believ ed that Oswald sawed 
the bar sev eral day s ago and had 
planned his escape before lie pleaded 
gu ilty . 
Sheriff Bridges and 
others 
who 
hav e made an ex amination feel as­ 
su red that Oswald was aided by ou t­ 
side parties. 
It is possible that other 
arrests may follow as a resu lt of the 
deliv ery . 
Oswald has been v isited 
by one or two people du ring his con­ 
finement in the jail and it is prob­ 
ably that one of them brou ght him 
the saw. 
When it w*as discov ered that the 
prisoner had escaped telephone mes­ 
sages were sent to police officers and 
sheriffs in this v icinity to w*atcli for 
him.
